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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 74, 77-79, 84, 87, 88, 130, 132, 140, 142, 144-150 and 152 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regard to independent claim 74, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest: 

a balloon catheter having a proximal end and a distal end, comprising: 
a catheter shaft; 

a balloon having a proximal end and a distal end, the balloon disposed on the catheter 
shaft such that a length of the catheter shaft extending between the proximal end of the catheter 
shaft and the proximal end of the balloon has no balloons attached thereto, 

wherein the catheter shaft includes a region that comprises a polyamide having a tensile 
strength of at least about 21,000 psi, wherein the region is tube-shaped and has a wall thickness 
of about 0.001 inch to about 0.04 inch, wherein the region is at least partially disposed 
proximally of the proximal end of the balloon. 

In regard to independent claim 84, the prior art of record fails to teach or suggest: 
a balloon catheter having a proximal end and a distal end, comprising: 
a catheter shaft; 

a balloon having a proximal end and a distal end, the balloon disposed on the catheter 
shaft such that a length of the catheter shaft extending between the proximal end of the catheter 
shaft and the proximal end of the balloon has no balloons attached thereto, 
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wherein the catheter shaft includes a region that comprises a polyamide having a hoop 
stress of at least about 3300 psi, wherein the region is tube-shaped and has a wall thickness of 
about 0.001 inch to about 0.04 inch, wherein the region is at least partially disposed proximally 
of the proximal end of the balloon.
